‘The Medical Register (Pbiladei- 
phia), under the heading of ‘Ove 
of the lost arts,” takes the doctors 
to task for not writing their pre- 
Seriptions more intelligibly. ‘Phe 
writer claims that the druggist is 
liable to, and frequently does, 
make mistakes irom miseuter- 
the writing, and that the 
ite of the patient is imperiled by 

their wretched chiography. The 
ordinary prescripticn is often as 
uodecipberable as Egyptian hiero- 
glyphics written upon papyrus of 
three thousand years ago, and 
what is worse, there dues not seem 
to be any tendency toward 
rovement; the modern belief 
ing that bad penmanship is an 
evidence of genius, The result is 
that the patients do not get the 
medicines ordered by the physic- 
ian, or that whith the physician 
supposes he orders, 
me years ago, the writer 
formed the acquaintavce of a 
druggist who ssid that he did nct 
- pretend to follow the prescriptious, 
sent him, because in many instan- 
cea it would be unsafe for the 
patient to take the dose, and fre- 
queutly the chiography was so 
miserable that it wus impuseible 
to make out just what the doctor 
wanted. He wasfrequently compell- 
ed totreat the patients himself, 
although to all appearancee they 
were under the cure of the regular 
physician. This plan was adopt- 
ed after due deliberation and trial, 
the druggist finding that when 
prescriptions were “returoed for 
correction that was generally the 
end of the business, the prescrip- 
tion being seut elsewhere. Let 
us cal] a balt upon this failing, as 
it is.due largely to sheer. negli- 
gence; and when the writing be- 
comes too burdensome !'y reason 
of lack of time, it would be the 
part of wisdom to employ a com- 
petent clerk jor the purpose. By 
this means, itis hoped that we 
may be able to revive, if wot re- 
discover, oue of the lost arts. It 
will be better for the patieut and, 
furthermore, ‘will cause the drug- 
no sleepless*nights, such as
